KENTUCKY State Police stopped 13 coal 
trucks in Perry County the other day. found 
them all to be wider titan the law allows, and 
took the drivers Into a local magistrate's court 
where they were cited for violations. No one. 
Including th e arresting officers and probably 
the 13 drivers, expects anything to come of 
the arrests or citations. 

“There are still 78 citations (for operating 
oversize or overweight coal trucks) in Circuit 
Court.’’ said an arresting trooper. “We’ve 
had hung juries and can’t get any decisions 
on these things. Now there are 13 more cita¬ 
tions sitting down there.” 

The reason the citations “sit down there” 
gathering dust is because coal-county judges 
and juries don’t want to convict or fine the 
drivers for fear of putting the strip mines 
they serve out of business. Strip mining is 
a big employer and source of income in the 
coal counties these days, and the people ,are 
understandably concerned about what would 
happen if the trucks couldn’t roll and the 
mines couldn't operate. 

Their fears are largely groundless. Last 
month the University of Kentucky’s Office of 
Development Services nd Business Research 
prepared for Attorney General John Breckin¬ 
ridge a study on enforcing truck-weight laws 
on Eastern Kentucky roads. The study con¬ 
cluded that strip-mine operators do not have 
to operate overweight, overwidth trucks to 
stay in business, and that they could still com¬ 
pete in the coal market if they used smaller, 
legal-weight trucks. 


Furthermore, the report continued, while 
strip-mine operators may profit from using 
huge trucks that destroy the roads of the re¬ 
gion, the cost to the general taxpaying public 
of Kentucky is high. For example, it costs 
$4,704 to maintain a mile of road in Rockcastle 
County, wher e there is only one operating 
strip mine, but $9,479 a mile to maintain roads 
in Pike County, which has the greatest num¬ 
ber of strip mines of any coal county. 

In other words, it costs the taxpayers of 
Kentucky, not th® strip mine firms, almost 
$ 5,000 more per mile to keep up a road in a 
coal county than in a non-coal county. Or, as 
the report states:

“As a consequence, the price at which East¬ 
ern Kentucky coal is sold reflects only the 
costs of the private resources used, and not 
the costs, borne by society, and the citizens 
of the state . . . are called upon to subsidize 
the users of coal wherever they may be — 
Michigan, Ohio, Canada, Japan, Germany and 
elsewhere.” 


MORE COUNTIES FOR 
7TH DISTRICT — If reap¬ 
portionment of Congressional 
districts comes up at the 1972 
session of the legislature, 
look for Rep. Carl Perkins’ 
7th district to get additional 
counties, also Rep.

High Cost To Taxpayer 


“No evidence was found.” the study report 
declared, “to support the frequently heard al¬ 
legation that hauling coal in smaller trucks 
would lead to the demise of th e industry with 
debilitating consequences, for Eastern Ken¬ 
tucky. Although higher trucking costs would 
probably generate a higher supply price for 
coal, little change in quantity demand would 
result, and net receipts to the industry would 
actually rise. . . 


There is no reason why the hard-pressed 
Kentucky taxpayer should continue subsidiz¬ 
ing cheap coal for foreign markets. If the 
coal-county judges and juries, under the mis¬ 
taken impression that they are endangering 
a golden goose, will not put a stop to this 
destruction of public reads, Governor Ford 
can. And he should. If he will instruct his 
department heads — the Commissioner of 
Motor Transportation, Direr:or of Reclama¬ 
tion or Director of State Police — to ask the 
Attorney General for help in these truck 
cases, the cases can be brought before Frank¬ 
lin Circuit Court, away from coal-countv pres¬ 
sures, arsd prosecuted vigorously by the At¬ 
torney General’s office. 

Under Governor Nunn, this wasn’t done. 
The arresting police and Department of Motor 
Transportation inspectors kept Tunneling the 
cases through local courts where they were 
stalled. It will be instructive to see what Gov¬ 
ernor Ford will do in such instances.

BREATHITT OUT OF SENATE RACE; 
HUDDLESTON HAS FORD’S SUPPORT 


FRANKFORT, Ky. — In a 
surprise announcement Thurs¬ 
day, former Gov. Edward T. 
Breathitt removed himself as a 
potential Democratic candidate 
for the U. S. Senate next year. 
And next day State Senator Dee 
Huddleston, campaign chairman 
fc* Gov. Ford in this year's gu¬ 
bernatorial race, announced he 
would seek the Democratic 
nomination for the U. S. Senate 
seat now held by Republican 
John Sherman Cooper. 


“I don’t think I can achieve 


my ambitions this year in a 
positive position regardless of 
how hard I try,” Breathitt said

He said If he ran he would 
have to finance his own cam¬ 
paign and that the tough race 
would require “a tremendous 
amount of money and energy.” 

Huddleston has the support 
of Gov. Ford and Democrat 
Party Chairman J. R. Miller. 

Breathitt said at first he in* 
tended to keep away from 
state issues and run for sena¬ 
tor only on national issues. 

“I am now convinced that re¬ 
gardless of that thought my 
candidacy would reopen old 
factional wounds. . . a confron¬ 
tation could not be avoided,” 
he said.

— Ro¬ 
bert J. Dath, District Direc¬ 
tor of Internal Revenue, an¬ 
nounced this week that Ky., 
taxpayers will mail their Fe¬ 
deral income tax returns in 
1972 to the Internal Revenue 
Service Center, Memphis, 
Tennessee 38110. 

The first Kentucky Federal 
tax returns for taxable year 
1971 to be sent to the new 
Memphis Service Center are 
the income tax returns for 
individuals that will be filed 
on and after January 1, 1972. 
> Individual income tax re- 
[ turns include the following 
tax forms: 

Form 1040 — Individual 
Income Tax Return. 

Form 1040 ES — Declara¬ 
tion of Estimated Income 
Tax. 

Form 1040 X — Amend¬ 
ed Individual Return. 

Dath said business returns 
are not to be filed with the 
Memphis Service Center un¬ 
til July 1, 1972. Business re¬ 
turns include the income re¬ 


turns for corporations, part¬ 
nerships and fiduciaries, ex¬ 
cise tax returns, and employ¬ 
er returns for social security, 
railroad retirement and in¬ 
come tax withholding. These 
returns should continue to be 
sent to the Internal Revenue 
Service Center, Cincinnati, 
Ohio 45298 until the July 1, 
1972 date. 

The Change in Service 
Centers from Cincinnati, 
Ohio, is necessary to equa¬ 
lize the returns processing 
workload Which has increas¬ 
ed nationally from 94 mil¬ 
lion in the early 1960’s to 
113 million in 1970. IRS pro¬ 
jections indicate 131 million 
returns will be filed in 1980 
— a national 17 per cent in¬ 
crease during the decade. 
The number of Kentucky tax¬ 
payers is expected to reach 
the 1,708,700 mark in 1980 
for a 37 per cent increase. 
Business returns from the 
area served by Memphis will 
be up almost 26 per cent 
(during the same period.
